Volunteers.

Drum Corps Plays and Pat-

riotic Speeches are Made,

"Wichita now has a volunteer company
of flfty-thr- men, who have signed an
agreement to go to the war with Spain
upon the order of the military author-
ities. President McKinley has i9sued a
call for 125,000 soldiers. The quota from
Kansas for this number would be about
3,000, and Sedgwick county's proportion of
the 3,000 would he about fifty. Fit
have already signed and there will be at
least twenty more fey Monday night. The
enrolling list was opened in Frank
Goodo's office Friday at 1 o'clock. Last
night the volunteers formed into line un-

der direction of Temporary Captain Dr.
Everett and marched to the court house.
The drum corps of the Grand Army posts
led the march, and the crowds along the
btreet cheered. A big flag was carried at
the head of the procession, and as tne
boys marched along the crowd followed
in a surge.

The column fWed into the court house
square and halted in front of the south
seps, where a nuiriber of speeches were
made.

Judge Balderston spoke of the movement
and the qualiflcationsfor soldier and the
destruction of war, etc. He was followed
by Otto Eckstein and others in patriotic
vein. There were several hundred people
on the ground, and the cheering was vocif-
erous.

There is no commissioned rocruitlng of-

charge of toy an officer commissioned by
Governor Leedy, who wMI probably be
named within a week.

She spoke of the origin and
early history of the oratorio, how that in
the present signification of the term, ora-

torios were the middle of the seventeenth
century. They speedly became popular in
Italy! where they gradually became a
recognized form of musical composition
In many parts of Europe. She said that
tn Germany the oratorio had becne culti-

vated by eminent composers from Bach
to Mendelssohn; and in England for a
century and a half they have proved per-

haps, the most popular species of music
extant.

Miss Anna Mason discussed this subject.
Sho made special mention of horn'"1 of the
most noted oratorios and th1 ilia rait eris-

tics of each. Bach's "Christmas Ora-

torio." Becthovens "Christ on the Munt

meeting adjourned.

Thus closed the last of a series of educa-
tional gatherings which will long be re-

membered by the teachers of Wichita.
Thorough, comprehensive study along
various lines has been pursued, which
tended to broaden and streng'hen the
mind. The practical results from these
monthly gatherings are beyond measure.
